ORDER  IN  COUNCIL.

HIS  HONOUR  THE  LIEUTENANT  GOVERNOR 
IN  COUNCIL. 

WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  to  fix  the  dates  upon 
■winch  the  Collectors  for  the  Electoral  Dis- 
tricts of  the  Province  shall  hold  Courts  of  Revision  of 
the  Registers  of  Voters  to  be  prepared  by  them  under 
the  provisions  of  the  “Redistribution  Act,  1902,”  and 
of  the  “Provincial  Elections  Act,”  and  to  make  regu- 
lations deemed  necessary  for  the  carrying  out  of  the 
provisions  of  the  said  Acts  : 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Honourable  the 
Attorney-General,  and  under  the  powers  conferred  by 
the  said  Acts,  and  of  all  powers  in  that  behalf.  His 
Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  British  Columbia, 
by  and  with  the  advice  of  his  Executive  Council,  has 
been  pleased  to  order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered,  that 
the  following  provisions  and  regulations  be  made  and 
be  published  in  the  British  Columbia  Gazette  : — 

(1.)  The  list  of  persons  claiming  to  vote  mentioned 
in  paragraph  (/))  of  section  11  of  the  “Provincial 
Elections  Act”  shall  be  suspended  from  and 
after  Friday,  the  14th  day  of  August,  A.  D. 
1903,  and  all  applications  to  vote  received  after 
the  said  day  shall  be  held  over  until  the  Court 
of  Revision  hereinafter  provided  for: 

(2.)  On  Monday,  the  31st  day  of  August,  A.  D. 

1 903,  the  Collector  shall  hold  a Court  of  Revision, 
of  which  he  shall  cause  notice  to  be  inserted  in 
the  British  Columbia  Gazette  forthwith  after 
receiving  notice  of  his  appointment.  The  said 
notice  may  be  in  the  following  form : — 

“ ELECTORAL  DISTRICT. 

“Notice  is  hereby  given  that  I shall,  on  Monday, 
the  31st  day  of  August,  A.D.  1903,  at  the  hour  of  10 
o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  at  the  , 

in  , hold  a Court  of  Revision  of 

the  Register  of  Voters  to  be  prepared  by  me  under  the  ' 
provisions  of  the  ‘Redistribution  Act,  1902,’  and  of 
the  ‘Provincial  Elections  Act.’ 

“Dated  at  , the  day  of 

A.D.  1903. 

‘ ‘ Collector,  of  Voters. 

And  the  Collector  shall,  forthwith  after  receiving 
notice  of  his  appointment  as  aforesaid,  cause  to  be 
posted  in  his  office,  and  on  the  door  of  the  principal 
Court  Hou.^^e  of  the  Electoral  District  (if  there  be 
more  than  one  Court  House  in  the  Electoral  District, 
or  on  the  door  of  the  Court  House  if  there  be  only  one 
Court  House  in  the  District),  and  in  not  less  than 
three  conspicuous  places  within  the  District  for  which 
he  shall  have  been  appointed,  a copy  of  such  notice.
